Early Sunday, March 23, after having a 
wreck, Guy F. (Crash) Waller, 1178 Pied- 
mont Ave., N. E., Atlanta, was arrested 
for driving under the influence of liquor, 


having an accident, improper vehicle regis- 
tration and driving with his license under 


suspension “except for business purposes.”

The charges were not new to “Crash.” No 
doubt he knows them by heart. 

In December, 1948, in DeKalb County, 
he was booked for speeding and transporting 
liquor and released under $5,000 bond. Al- 
legedly, he was a passenger in a bootleg car 
which DeKalb police chased until their own 
ear crashed, fatally injuring a patrolman. 


Police identified the liquor car as Waller's. 


Waller himself was later released for 
lack of evidence. 

Less than three months later, Waller was 
arrested after a 100-mile-an-hour chase on 
the Buford Highway—speeding, recklessness, 
breaking the state motor vehicle law in three 
places. In March, 1949, he was fined $1,000 
and sentenced to a year in prison. 

While on bond with appeal pending, he 
engaged in another wild chase and was 
arrested for transporting liquor. | 

Somewhere along the line he served six 
months of that year sentence.

The Communists hint that a truce will be 
reached in Korea by April. General Ridgway 
urges the American people to have patience: 
“The stakes in this case are not only the lives 
of Allied prisoners but world peace itself.” 


Despite these encouraging words, and they 
can be viewed as encouragement, the Ameri- 
can people should not be led into undue opti- 
mism that the Korean problem will be set- 
tled soon nor that any of our other battles 
with communism will ease at any time dur- 
ing the near future. 


Patient we must be. General Ridgway 
now believes that the Communists want an 
armistice in Korea. «This fact would seem to 
be borne out by the Reds’ insistence that the 
prisoner of war issue be discussed in secret— 
a device believed to have been resorted to so 
they may save face and prevent further judg- 
ment at the hands of world public opinion. 

There is a very strong minority in this 
country ready and willing to run the risk 
of all-out war on the Asiatic mainland, a war 
which could very easily develop into World 
War III. They find an eloquent voice in 
General MacArthur, who charged in Little 
Rock, Ark., Saturday that all Asia is fall- 
ing into Communist hands, that we should 
bomb Chinese bases above the Yalu. There 
are others who are advocating a preventive 
war against Soviet Russia now. 

They have their answer from General 
Ridgway: ‘‘Far-reaching, almost incalculable, 
consequences. could flow from acts which 
some of our people advocate. In this strug- 
gle there is the compelling necessity of 
patience to the nth degree.” 


There is no mistaking the extent nor the. 


time element involved in the struggle in 
which we are engaged. The struggle is world- 
wide and the time required to defeat Com- 
munist designs without the disaster of World 
War III will be much longer than will be 
comfortable for the American people. 

So, patience is required. And strength. 
The most disturbing thing of all is the lagging 
American mobilization effort. Although well 
into the second year of the rearmament drive, 
the nation still is not producing the aircraft, 
the guns, the munitions to match Russia and 
her satellites. Our combat air strength is 
estimated to be 50 per cent below that of 
Russia. We are far behind schedule. 

The men fighting in Korea deserve the 
best. They are defending free civilization. 
If a truce is achieved, they will have won a 
glorious victory in demonstrating that Com- 
munist aggression can and will be stopped. 
However, it is not a very fine commentary 
to know that any American life has been 
sacrificed because we at home have not done 
our job in providing the tools necessary to 
save it. :

Their determination to make a _ fight

On March 18, he surrendered to the city 
to face charges growing out of the arrest of 
Feb. 6. Bond was set at $1,700 and trial date 
as Wednesday, March 19. But on Wednes- 
day, March 19, the trial was postponed at the 
request of his counsel.

And then at 3:30 a. m. four days later, 
this same “Crash” Waller lives up to his name 
and gets booked on those same old charges. 

Except this time a new one is added: 
driving with license suspended except for 
“business purposes only.” 

What business, may we ask? Transporting 
lottery tickets or liquor? What business re- 
quired the man’s presence on the highway at 
3 o'clock in the morning? 

Surely, the police must get discouraged 
in arresting a man like this! 

Where is the blame? The statutes? 
courts? 

Somewhere in the chain of law enforce- 
ment there is an awfully weak link. Until 
it is strengthened, we need not expect safety 
on Georgia highways.

Clear-Cut Issues 


In Fifth District 


The most interesting congressional race this 
year will be between Baxter Jones Jr., young 
Atlanta attorney, and incumbent James C. Davis 


in the Fifth District. 


Wyman C. Lowe, who has made two unsuc- 


cessful races against Davis, is running again, too. 


The Davis-Jones race will 
give the people of the Metro- 
politan Atlanta area a choice 
between two almost extremes. 
Congressman Davis is conserva- 
tive to the point of being called 
a Republican by his critics. 
Jones is a liberal to an extent 
of being called a left-winger by 
his critics. Davis favored the 
Dixiecratic movement in 1948 
and is a long-time political as- 
sociate of Governor Talmadge 
and his father. Jones denounced 
the Dixiecratic movement as a 
Democratic Party bolt, and he 
is an opponent of Governor Tal- 
madge’s administration — being 
singled out constantly for per- 
sonal attacks by Talmadge’s 
writer. 


The two differ on the county 
unit system and on race rela- 
tionship. 


It was Jones who headed the 
group of amateurs who beat the 
county unit amendment in the 
1950 general election. He head- 
ed a_ state-wide organization 
which piled up a big vote 
against the amendment in rural 
areas as well as “big city” areas. 
It was Jones who carried the 
recent suit challenging the coun- 
ty unit system into the Georgia 
Supreme Court and the United 
States Supreme Court. 

The county unit system gave 
Davis his seat in Congress the 
first time, when a decision fa- 
vored him over Mrs. Helen 
Mankin, who had carried the 
district on a popular vote basis 
but not on the unit plan. The 
district Democratic committee, 
now appointed by Davis, has re- 
tained the unit system of count- 
ing votes. Under this plan Ful- 
ton and DeKalb get six units 
and Rockdale receives two units. 
Any Atlantan running against 
Judge Davis of DeKalb would 
have to try to overcome Davis 
in his own six-unit county, par- 
ticularly if the opponent -is 
against the county unit system 
which gives little Rockdale such 
a balance of power. 

On race relations, both candi- 
dates are viciously attacked for 
their attitudes. Critics of Davis 


denounced him for what they 


called unfair treatment of Ne- 
groes when he was a judge. 
Critics of Jones hit him for ac- 
cepting a post as lecturer in a

Pittard Plan 


On J-C Poser 


The junior college debate has evoked a brief 
from Lawyer-Legislator Grady Pittard of Win- 


terville and Athens. 


Friend Grady has entered % SE 


the lists with a suggestion that the two-year schools be shifted 
from the jurisdiction of the Board of Regents to that of the State 


Board of Education. 

Several states have made a 
similar change, says the young 
Clarke Countian, and better ed- 
ucation has been the result of 
the shift in responsibility and 
the change in curriculum. 


The feeling of the state legis- 
latures has been that the junior 
college program should be a 
continuation of the secondary 
school and that the emphasis 
should be on vocational train- 
ing—business, secretarial, farm- 
ing, homemaking, mechanics, 
merchandising, etc. 

In some states, the Pittard 
thesis points out, the program 
starts with the llth year of 
high school and thus integrates 
the course in higher learning 
into a four-year plan. 


Representative Pittard sees 
the junior college as a school 
for those who do not look 
to four full years and the 
A. B. degree. Thus, he says, 
the junior college curriculum 
would become specialized. 


Duplication of courses in the 
senior and junior schools would 
be eliminated. Every two years 
the junior grade _ institution 
would turn out a crop of 
young specialists whose skill 
would entitle them to better 


than average starting pay and 
“thereby add to the wealth of 
the state.” | 


He sees the present, when the 
junior college enrollment is 
down, as the time to make the 
transfer to the state board. He 
maintains the Board of Regents, 
with a more narrow field to 
cover, could then do a better job 
with the senior schools. 

Instead of reducing the num- 
ber of junior colleges, the state 
school board could set up more 
of them, putting new ones in 
regions where now there are 
none. 

He would make the trade 
school at Clarkesville a junior 
college and consolidate the one 
at Americus with Georgia 
Southwestern. He would retain 
Abraham Baldwin as an agri- 
cultural college and add agri- 
culture to the course of study 
in the other junior colleges. 

In fact, the objective would 
be the same general curriculum 
in each school so that in each 
region the same type service 
would be available. 

This then is the Pittard plan, 
necessarily abridged. The out- 
line shows considerable study of 
the problem,

Oil Interests 
Backing Kerr? 


WASHINGTON—In his campaign in the Ne- 

braska preferential primary of April 1, Senator 

Kefauver carries, in effect, a special and addi- 

tional assignment from progressive elements within the Deme- 
cratic Party. They hope he will be able to slow down the drive for 
the Democratic nomination by Sen. Robert H. Kerr, the wealthy 
Oklahoma oil and gas man, his primary rival, in order to check at 
the party convention the powerful and pernicious influence of oil 


which is so manifest in Congress. 


This is a worthy cause. The 
Tennessee senator has recog- 
nized its importance by extend- 
ing the time he will campaign 
in Nebraska and by raising the 
issue of oil in politics, specifi- 
cally the Kerr Natural Gas Bill 
to weaken the regulatory au- 
thority of the Federal Power 
Commission, which the Okla- 
homa senator got through Con- 
gress, to have it killed by Presi- 
dent Truman’s veto. 


Opening his two-state pri- 
mary contest in Nebraska, 
Senator Kefauver moved the 
first of this week into Wis- 
consin, which also holds its 
primary April 1. He will re- 
turn to Nebraska the middle 
of the week and continue his 
campaign there up to the elec- 
tion. Altogether, he will have 
devoted about 10 days te Ne- 
braska, much longer than orig- 
inally planned. 


His is recognizably an uphill 
fight in Nebraska. Senator Kerr 


.not only has organization sup- 


port, as he first was entered in 
the primary under auspices of 
the Democratic National Com- 
mittee as a stand-in for Presi- 
dent Truman, but he is more or 
less on home grounds and is, 
furthermore, an effective cam- 
paigner of the old-school, boom- 
boom, rollicking type.

perhaps. Such a coalition might 
have considerable bargaining 
power. It may be recalled that 
oil was a big factor in the 1948 
Dixiecrat movement, It invested 
heavily in the hope of defeating 
President Truman, who had 
vetoed a bill to turn over to 
the states oil-bearing marginal 
coastal lands which the Supreme 
Court had ruled, in the Texas, 
California and Louisiana cases, 
belonged to all the people and 
should be under federal control. 
That issue is pending now be- 
fore the Senate, the House al- 
ready having passed a state bill 
similar to that vetoed by Presi- 
dent Truman five years ago. 

Senator Kerr, who is a skill- 
ful behind-the-scenes manipu- 
lator, has operated closely with 
the Southern bloc in the Sen- 
ate. He is recognized as the 
spokesman of oil and gas in the 
Senate, and is a powerful one- 
man lobby since he works from 
the inside, not from the lobby 
outside. 

Though his bill was vetoed, it 
was enacted, in effect, by the 
FPC’s refusal a few months ago 
to investigate complaints of ex- 
cessive rates charged for natu- 
ral gas by Phillips Petroleum 
brought by four Midwestern 
states. The -natural gas inter- 
ests now have the FPC under 
their thumb, partly through the 
power wielded by the Senate in 
confirming appointments.

Log Cabin 
Becomes a 


Bungalow

All humble log cabin begin- 
nings do not end in the White 
House. But here’s an Atlanta 
building story that opens with 
a log cabin and closes with 
an attractive chestnut brown 
bungalow on House Road. 

Mr. and Mrs. Harvey R. 
Smith purchased a small cabin 
of heart pine, creosoted logs and 
began a day-by-day remodeling 
campaign that resulted in a rus- 
tic modern with paneled walls, 
radiant heating, double fireplace 
and. flagstone flooring. 


GUIDED CARPENTER

Actually, it has been a gradual 
process of belittling and cheapen- 
ing all awards. So many awards 
are given, in any normal Ameri- 
can year, that John Q. Public 
has become fed up to his ears 
with them. Some of them frank- 
ly’ are commercial tie-ins, fur- 
ther tarnishing the gloss. 
Groucho Marx summed it up 
best: ‘I understand,’’ said 
Groucho, ‘“‘that there’s a guy in 
South Amboy, who runs a gas 
station, who hasn't yet won an 
award for something, or any- 
thing. He is the only genuine 
American celebrity left. If he 
ever accepts an award, he’s a 
chump.” 


Slightly deaf, Howard Hughes 
has proved, over and over again, 
that he has plenty of moxie. He 
also is not one to sit by idly while 
anyone tries to separate him 
from dough. Both of these char- 
acteristics are evident in his de- 
cision to bring lawsuit for declar- 
atory relief against screen writer 
Paul Jarrico, discharged by 
Hughes a year ago after invok- 
ing constitutional privilege when 
questioned by the House Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activi- 
ties. 


RKO fired Jarrico while he 
was working on ‘“‘Las Vegas 
Story,”’ claims it used none of 
his scripting but shot the picture 
from a new script prepared by 
Earl Felton and Harry Essex. 
Jarrico then demanded $5,000 in 
damages and asked screen cred- 
its. “A great deal of pressure 
has been brought on me to set- 
tle this out of court,” said 
Hughes. ‘‘This would be simple, 
easier and cheaper. But after 
careful and conscientious 
thought, I've reached a final and 
irrevocable decision. So long as 
I am with RKO, this company 
won't temporize, conciliate or 
yield to Jarrico or anyone guilty 
of similar conduct.” 


The suit filed by Hughes and 
RKO says Jarrico’s action be- 
fore the House committee led 
movie patrons to believe ‘‘there 
is strong evidence that the wit- 
ness was a Communist,”’ sup- 


porting this with Jarrico’s state- | 


ment: “If I have to choose be- 
tween crawling in the mud like 
Larry Parks or going to jail like 
my courageous friends of the 
Hollywood Ten, I shall certainly 
choose the latter.’’ RKO con- 
tends that Jarrico’s statement 
and his refusal to answer ques- 
tions in Washington brought him 
and the industry into ‘‘public 
disgrace, obloquy, ill will and 
ridicule and offended public 
morals and decency.’”’ 


Hollywood conferences have 
been badly upset, much business 
left unsettled because of the tor- 
rential rains. Most recent down- 
pours closed golf courses in this 
area. Lakeside, Bel-Air and Hill- 
crest all being compelled to shut 
down for three days, while har- 
ried greenskeepers tried to sal- 
vage fairways and greens buried 
under silt deposits, washed down 
the surrounding hills.

Answer: Psychologically, yes. 
There is no .difference betwen the 
conductor who throws his baton 
at a musician’s head and a 2-year- 
old banging his head on the floor 
in a temper tantrum.
